Doubt not but the Letter, written to you the 
18th of this Month, by the Marquefs de Pui- 
fieux, rais'd your Indignation; Turn it which 
way you will, the Genius of a Minifter of 
France appears quite through ir: that or 
cation, that Earneftnefs to fow Difcord and Diftruft 
between Powers who are united together by the moft 
indiffoluble Bands; that conftant Practice of cajoling 
one Party with: Flatveries and Praifes, and hectoring 
others with big ‘words and Menaces. | 

» There appears in it, that Ingenuity of drawing 
from every thing fuch Confequences as are diame- 
trically oppofite to what naturally refule: The Writer 
makes po Scruple of telling thofe with whom he ne- 
gociates, that things are quite different from what 
they have feen with their Byes; in thort, affirms for 
real Facts, ‘Fictions that have not fo much as a Sem- 
-blance of Truth, and makes them the Foundation of 

his Defence of'a moft unjuftifiable Conduct. 
‘This you will eafily difcover,moft Iluftrious Lords, 
is you run over Monfieur de ’Puifieux’s Letter 
with never fo litle Attention. If he flawers you, if he 
praifes you, ’tis‘not out of good Will, or any parti- 
cular Confideration he has for you. Is there a Na- 
tion in the World, for whom France has any? "Tis 
only to engage you not to enter into thofe worthy 


and neceffary Refolutions which your dear Allies the - 
Cantons of Bern and Fribarg have taken, for the Con- - 


fervation of Savoy ; to perfwade-you to take no care 
_ of the Frontiers that’are ‘of fo much Importance to 
them. The French,who know how potent the Lauda- 
ble Helvetick Body. is, and who indeed owe their 
 prefent Grandeur'‘to the Valour of your Nation, fee 
plaialy; that as long as you joyntly oppofe their Am- 
itiousDefigns,’cwill be in-vain to attempt to execute 
.them. The Meafures your Laudable#Canton has 
taken in concert with thofe of Bern and Friburg, for 
the Defence of your Frontiers on the fide of Germany, 
has preferv’d them hitherto. The Marfhal de Villars 
-hover’d about them, he furvey’d them with defiring 
Eyes ; bur finding thofe 2 porent Cantons were de- 
termin’d not to abandon them, he durft nor offer 'to 
touch them, but was oblig’d to turn his Arms ano- 
ther way. The Conqueft of thofle Places is not of 
lefs Importance to France now than it was then ; it 
would put them a Condition to bridle you, 
all your Commerce and Correfpondence would go 
through theirHands,they would be able to enter your 
Dominions whenever’ they pleafe, to invade them 
according to thejr ufual Caftom,while you rely upon 
the Perperual Peace that is between) them and you. 
They want now, as they did then, a free Communi- 
cation with their Army jn Germany ; bur while the 
2 Laudable-Cantons that are determin’d to. maintain 
their Frontiers, are united, they will nor dare to make 


any Auempt: “They are feeking therefore to divide | 


them.. Monfieur de Puifieux endeavours to fow 
Diftrn ft berween;them ; he flatters you in particular, 


moft Illuftrious Lords; he pretends :to haye an intire . 
Confidence ‘in ‘you, and why ? becaufe he would. 


have you abandon~'the -Laudable Cantons of Bern

_and Friburg. He would flatter them as much ano- 


ther time, to “tang them to abandon you in their 
turn, when the French fhould aitack your Frontiers. 


. You will eafily judge, he would endeavour then to 


infpire them with Refentment, by urging, that you 
would not now concur\with them in their Refolu- 
tions. The Emiffaries of France would be induftrious 
to incenfe the Canton of Bern in particular, for your 
abandoning their Frontiers, after the Glorious Refo- 
lutions taken laft Year by that Canton to joyn with 
you in maintaining your Frontiers. 

Is this Attempt of Monfieur de Puifieux fuitable 


_to thehigh Idea, which the Wifdom and Steadinefs 
_ of your Landable Canton ought to have given him ? 


With what Contempt muft you needs have receiv'd 
fuch a Propofal as that he made you? Now to pre- 
vent his offering the like hereafter, you will Antwer 
ubr, by taking Refolutions worthy of 
your Glory, and fuitable to your Intereft. 

You could not, with lefs Indignation, fee the Me-. 
naces Monfieur de Puifieux infinuates throughout his 
Letter againft the Laudable Cantons of Bern and Fri- 
burg, who have done nothing but whac is conform- 
able to their ‘Alliances with France. The Laudable 


_ Helvetick Body has often made folemn Declara- 


tions, that thofe Alliances being purely Defenfive, 


could’not deprive you of the Liberty of furnifhing 


Troops to other Porentates, provided they were not 
to be employ'd againft the Conntries of which France 
was poffefs’d in 1663. The Deputies of all the Land- 


. able Cantons obferv’d particularly in the laft General 
- Diet, that Savoy being direCtly included in your Per- 


ap Peace with France, you had a Right to furnith 
roops for preferving it in the Hands of his Royal 
Highnefs my Mafter: And this they declar’d even to 
Monfieur de Puifieux. The very Motive your An- 


ceftors had to make thar Claufe in the faid Peace, 
. prevail’d with the Laudablc Cantons of Bern and 
. Friburg to enter into the Refolutions they have lately 


taken. Namely, that they may not have fo formida- 
ble a Prince for their Neighbour, left from Savoy he 
fhould break into Switzerland, which lies open on 
that fide : To conclude, their Refolutions are con- 
formable to that State Maxim which your I!luftrious 
Predeceffors coumed the principal Foundation and 
Support of this powerful Republick, viz. the having 
feveral Neighbours, and preventing the being fur- 
rounded by any. fingle Potentate. But,if Monfieur de 
Puifieux be to be believ’d, the juft Stepstaken by 
your Dear Allies will quickly draw a thoufand Cala- 
mities upon them, and difturb the Peace and Quiet 
which Switzerland has fo long enjoy’d. 

I imagin’d the Junction of the Imperial Troops 
with the Army of his Royal Highnefs, (a Blow the 
French .fo little expected, and which has fpoil’d all 
their Schemes,) would have withheld their Minifters 
from daring to continue their Endeavour to work 
upon you by Fear and Tétror. But Arrogance and 
Prefumiption are fo natural to them, thatthey too . 
often run into them without ®eficcting on the Cou- 
rage and Worth of the Nations to whom they are — 
fpeaking. Is it for them ro treat yout Laudable Body | 
in that manner, who have fo long maintain’d them- 
felves by their Intrepidity and Valour? Is it not by 
your Vajour the French keep the Low-Countries ? 
The Truth is, were you not fo {crupuloufly Juft to 
the: Alliances’ you have with them, you could eafily 
humble them,efpecially at this time, when the Ambi- 
tion, and the of oppofing it, has arm’d all 
Europe againft them. Monfieur 
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Monfieur de Puifieix would diffwade you from 
joyning in the Refolutions of your deareft Allies, by 
urging that his King’s Troops have feiz'd on all Sa- 
voy except Montrmeillan, and that they are poffefs'd 
of all the Paflages and moft advantagious Pofts ; in 
his Judgment this ought to ~t all your Refolutions, 
but he does not reflect that he thereby puts you in 
tind of the little regard the French have fhewn to 
you in this Expedition, which they puthd on in Scorn 
of the Deputies that were with thc Commander of 
their Troops, and who prefs’d him to fufpend Hofti- 
lities till the General Diet, call’d chiefly to confider 
of the Neutrality of Savoy,had taken Meafures about 
it: He reminds you, that this Invafion was made, 
while the Deputies of the Laudable Helvetick Body, 
folliciced him himfelf at Baden on the fame fubjeé. 

You {ee then, moft Illuftrious Lords, what Defigns 
France has in view: They conten your Deputa- 
tions, your Affemblies, and your Remonftrances ; 
While you are making Reprefentations to them, they 
poffefs themfelves of Savoy ; and this they do that 
they may have an Opportunity to tell you, the King 
is actually poffefs’d of Savoy, and ‘tis too late for 
you to concern your felves about that Province. What 
other Inference can you draw from this, than that it 
is tono purpofe to treac with a Potentate, who acts 
with no manner of regard for any Body, and where- 
ever he can get Poffzidion, infultingly demands who 
will turn me out? high time, moft Illuftrious 
Lords, ’tis high time to take fpeedy and vigorous Re- 
folutions, all gentle Expedients ferve only to inflame . 
the Ambition of France. The Objection made by 
Monfieur de Puifieux, ought to be a fufficient Warn- 
ing to you, how dangerous it is'to fuffer your felves 
to be approach’d too clofely, and fhould induce you 
to omit nothing to keep off a Potentate fo greedy of 
Dominion. If you do not take juft Meafures for pre- 
ferving Savoy, in concert with your dear Allies that 
are interefted in it; he will take occafion-to fay, to 
you of Lindau and your Frontiers towards Germany 
what he now fays of Savoy ; concerning which M.de 
Puifieux is either under a miftakehimfelf, or elfe 
would deceive you; for the Paflages into it ate ftill. 
in the Hands of his Royal Highnefs,nay the Guard of 
them and of that important Place Montmeillan, is en- 
trufted to Troops of your Nation: They expect your 
Affiftance, to drive the French out of that Province, if 
they do not peaceably quit it as foon as. they fhallbe 
inform’d of your glorious Refolutions. - 

You know, moft illuftrious Lords, and your De- 
puties that were at the Diet at Baden have told you, 
it was unanimoufly agreed there, that the Conferva- 
tion of Savoy was abfolutely neceffary for the Securi- 
ty of the laudable Helvetick Body, and that a Neu- 
tralicy for it ought by all’means to be procur’d. The 
Deputies {poke of it inearneft Termstothe Marquefs 
de Puifieux two feveral times, without mentioning 
Piemont : and he promis’d them the fecond time to 
write about it to the moft Chriftifin King. Yet you 
fee with what Affurance he now dares to fay, that 
you rejected the Demand I made to the fame pur- 
pofe. Judge by this, what Credit you ought to give 
to what he fays to you, feeing he offers to impofe up- 
on you in an Affair fo publickly tranfacted among 
you your felves. After this who will believe upon 
his bare Affirmation that the Duke my Mafter was 
the Aggreffor ; It coft me no pains to refute in my 
Memorials all he bad faid in his on that Subject ; he 
could make no Reply to what 1 Advanc’d ; and yer 
he repeats his Fictions with as much Affurance, as if 
they were evident Truths. All he urges to prove the 
Duke my Mafter the Aggreffor, is of equal Ingenui-— 
ty with the Wolfg.Accufation of the Lamb in the 
Fable, that he dould the Water he was drinking 
tho’ che Srr@am ran from him to the Lamb.. France 
never boggled at fuch pretences ; nor will {cruple to 
make ufe of them againft you, unlefs by firm and 
couragious Refolutions you prevent the Danger that 
threatens you ; unlefs you joyn with ‘the laudable 
Cantons of Bern and Friburg, who are fo fenfible of 
this Danger ; unlefs, to conclude, you niake ir the 
only Foundation of your Segurity, to binder France 


from acquiring esther Power or Opportunity to attack
